His pur- 
poge may be only to entertain, as 1s generally 
thé case with Mr. Daniel Dougherty, who, 
even when his theme is utterly barren and 
even repugnant to his own sensuibili- 
tits as was recently his wmisfort- 
u in St. Louis, can, as he did, 
charm hig hearers by the polish of 
his phrase and the fascination of his person- 
al manner. An orator’s pyrpose may be only 
to"bewilder in order that he may afterward 
pérsuade. This is the mode by which Mr. 
Gladstone generally proceeds. It has been 
a favorit method with Mr. Blaine.

In no other ro- 
spect was the Ninth District Mahone Con- 
vention irregular. The convention after a 
prolonged debate adopted the “substantial 
justice policy, ignored the contestants, and 
gave the Mahone delegates their seats. In 
all the other contested districts the Wise 
men were seated) by an overwhelming 
majority. Nothing could be clearer than 
that the convention was resolved to deal 
fairly with the questions at issue. It was in 
favor of the district system and against the 
autocratic, despotic, centralized power of 
Mahone, whose so-cailed Republican consti- 
tution makes no provision fcr the calling of 
Congressional conventions by the people or 
by any committee of the districts, but vests 
ail authority in the State Central Committee 


—Mahone. 


The debate covered two points—one, the 
moral and legal rights of the Congressional 
districts to home rule; the other, the duty of 
obeying party authority. The disposition 
of the Southern delegates was to be flowery, 
vehement, and protracted. The Northern 
Wen wanted the facts, fair play, and 
local self-government. Interminable debate 
on points of order was indulged in, to the 
confusion of the Chair and the anger of the 
convention. Samuel Fessenden, Warner 
Miller, Benjamin Butterworth, and Charies 
A. Boutelle had to come to the rescue of the 
convention by indicating to the Chair pre- 
cisely what questions were pending and 
how those questions should be stated. 
When the Chair was thus aided the 
convention passed judgment without hesita- 
tion. The debate brought out Wise, Riddle- 
berger, and fighting old Gen. Gibson of Ohio, 
who contended suavely and almost success- 
fully for a compromise and peace in the 
Ninth District, and in the person of Mr. 
Russell, author of the minority report, it 
found an example of the regulation 
type of Southern orator. ‘ He was of the best 
type of his class, for he had the rare merit 
of clearness. But he stated his clear ideas 
with a wholly unnecessary Warmth and with 
a combativeness worthy of the battlefield. 
In that respect the great National aud. 
ence got an idea of Southern 
fire-eating debate. True, it was only an 
idea, for the whilom fire-eater was a Repub- 
lican convert. What he was before he got 
grace was only partially left to the imagina- 
uon. His old broke out of his new, and the 
earnest champion of Republican principies 
almost returned to ante-dellum fury 
when he assaiiéd those who dared to 
disregard the authority of Mahone— 
the first family of Southern Republicanism. 
fhe younger Southerners, Wise and Wood, 
were more like their Northern brothers, In- 
deed, it is doubtful if the convention was not 
won to Mr. Wood and induced to overlook 
the irregularity of his election and that 
of his colleague by his businesslike 
statement of his district’s importance com- 
mercially, its progress in manufactures, its 
developement by welcomed Northern capital, 
and its intelligence as demonstrated by its 
great Republican majority. The convention 
took kindly to the Mahonite who had become 
Northernized. It gave notice that the Re- 
pu blican party elections must be honest, and 
based on the will of the people. Adjourn- 
ment is to 10 o’clock this morning, when Mr. 
McKin'ey, the eloquent and studious Ohio 
representative, will present the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions.

MAHONE GETS THE WORST OF IT IN 
THE CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE. 


The Rights of the Districts to Select Sus- 
tained by a Decisive Vote, Much to the 
Disgust of the Sherman Men—The Dis- 
trict of Columbie ~ Contest — Another 
Disgracetul Scene Comes Near Happen- 
ing. 

The Committee on Credentials got through

But the committee 
was a good deal surprised to find that Ma- 
hone’s conventien had been a duplicate of 
the Wise gathering. it was agreed that the 
Ninth shoula be passed over till the other 
districts were acted on. There was some 
talking by the committeemen, Gen. Gibson 
of Ohio, Gen. Bingham of Pennsylvania, and 
Russell of North Carolina, espousing the 
cause of the Mahoneites, but the ma- 
jority were 80 convinced that district 
representation must be that 
Gen. Bingham’s arguments made little im- 
pression on them. The roli of States was 
called, aud by a vote of 28 to 13 the anti-Ma- 
hone delegates from the Second were seated. 
The Third, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
and Tenth Districts were settled in the same 
way, but by a viva voce vote. The members 
of the committee voting against the Wise 
and Riddleberger men were mostly from the 
South. Mahone of course did not vote. He 
had left the room some time before and had. 
said his men would. probably be seated. 
When the vote on the Ninth District was 
taken there was a misunderstanding. By 22 
to 17 the Mahone delegates were declared en- 
titled to seats, but when the result was an- 
nounced several members protested they had 
not understood what the vote meant. It was 
accordingly reconsidered, and the committee 
decided to declare in favor of neither set of 
delegates, leaving the convention to settle 
for itself who should represent the district. 

All the districts having been disposed of 
the matter of delegates-at-large was again 
taken up. The committee had heard all the 
argument it wanted. By a viva voce vote the 
Mahone delegates-at-large were given their 
seats. Three or four members voted in the 
negative, but they did not ask for a roll call. 
The seating of the Mahone delegates-at-large 
was in the way of acompromise. They per- 
haps had no equitable claim, and what the 
committee heard of Mahone’s autocratic 
methods inclined some of the members to 
heavier treatment. But to go back of the 
prima facie returns would have opened up a 
week’s debate. Wise and his colleagues 
made the fight because by silence it might 
be thought they acquiesced in Mahone’s right 
to dictate to the Republicans of the State. 
Said Mr. Albus, the young Missouri mem- 
ber: “We wanted to do something that 
would be fair to all the Republicans of Vir- 
ginia. We wanted delegates in the conven- 
tion that would represent the whole party, 
and not simply Gen. Mahone’s faction or 
Mr. Wise’s faction.“ The same view was 


taken by Mr. Miller of Minnesota. The 


committee,” he said, “ wanted to give them 
all a show. Our decision may be looked upon 
as acompromise. We certainly couldn't do 
otherwise in those district cases, and in the 


fight over the delegates-at-large Gen. Mone 


certainly made out a good prima facie case.” 
Notwithstanding these views, and against the 
earnest protests of other members, Messrs.

Depew Out of the Race—The West Will 
Not Accept Him—Failure of the Har- 
rison Men to Force the Unit Rule on the 
Indiana Delegation—Men Who Will Vote 
as Their Constituents Want Them To— 

‘Wisconsin Will Give Rusk Only a Com- 

plimentary Vote. 

A number of the delegations met yester- 
day and were polled with the following re 
sult. An attempt was made to learn how 
certain other States would stand on the first 
ballot, but not always successfully. 


A meeting was held yesterday at the. 


Georgia headquarters to voll the vote of the 
delegation. Eighteen members were pres- 
ent. A propositon to vote as a unit was 
abandoned at the suggestion of the Sherman 
men on account of the absence of six of the 
delegation, though the rule could not have 
peén adopted in any event because two of 
the three delegates would have refused to 
be bound by it. After the meeting it was 
announced that on the first ballot Sherman 
would receive twenty-one of the delegation’s 
votes, Gresham two, and Depew one. The 
Sherman men will stick to their candidate 
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until it becomes certain that he cannot be 
nominated, and will then throw their votes 
to the next strongest candidate. At the 
meeting a committee was appointed to visit 
the managers of the canvasses of the candi- 
dates for the Presidential nomination, to 
state to them that the letters written for the 
prints by ex-Gov. Bullock of Georgia, deny- 
ing that the Republican vote in the South 
was trammeled or intimidated, did not cor- 
rectly represent the situation in Georgia. 

Massachusetts does not yet know what it 
will do. 

„Jam confident the delegates will scatter 
on the first ballot,’ said one of the delegates,

the votes will go.“ 

“We have a meeting tomorrow morning,“

QUEER CUSTOMS IN COREA! 


A People Who Are Robbed to Support the 
Government. — 

Seoul (Corea) Letter to the New York 
World: Every newly-opened country is 
doomed to be misrepresented more or less at 
first because of the lack of definit informa- 
tion and the consequent enlarging of the few 
facts that are known, for many statements 
that have been published at home about this 
country can be charitably explaimed only on 
the hypothesis that truth is elastic. I desire 
to give through your cotumns a few facts in 
regard to some of the more important points 
about which misunderstanding exists. In 
the first piace, Corea isa limited monarchy. 


‘There is a written Constitution, which is 


not. perhaps, absolutely binding on the King, 
but which is seldom deviated from. 

This 1s a fact: which is not generally 
known, even by many of the foreigners resi- 
dent in this city, but I have iton the best of 
evidence. Corean monarchy cannot be said 
to be limitea in the sense that the people are 
represented in any Council or Parliament, 
but there are rules laid down which even his 
Majesty will not overstep, excepting under 
most unusual circumstances. And a word 
right here in regard to the practical power 
of the King. Some have said that he has no 
power at all, but is imprisoned in his palace 
and obeys his councilors. Others say that 
he is perfectly untrammeiled in the execu- 
tion of any design whatsoever. Both ae 
these statements strike wide of 0 
truth, although on opposit sides of it. 
To be sure, the King Corea, ac 
cording to the sacred and unwritten law 
of this and allthe kindred nations, is con- 
sidered in one sense a sacred 8 and 
cannot be exposed to e of 
the populace except on certain 
occasions, but this seclusion is vol- 
untary. Almost every night the  nobdlie- 
men congregate at the Palace, and the 


holds his court practically the same as any 


Western sovereign. He has to depend 
— — upon the representations of 80 
noblemen in making his plans and in deliver- 
ing his orders, but it must be quite evident 
that when the noblemen present comprise 
the leading members of two strong = 

rties misrepresentations to His jesty 
rom one side would doubtsess be corrected 
from the other, and so it is the opinion of 
those who ought to know that the King is 
not so ill-informed as some have pictured 


him. 

His agente. in spite of the disadvantages 
under which he labors, is the most liberal 
and progressive man in the empire, and it is 
due solely to his wisdom and perseverance 
that the Legation was sent to the United 
States, for itis an ackhowledged fact that a 
majority of the leading men here are strong- 
ly anti-foreign and conservative in their poli- 
cy. So far, then, trom being either a pris- 
oner or a despot, the King of Corea is neither 
one nor the other. In regard to the independ- 
ence of Corea nothing need be said. Her re- 
lations with the United States, Russia, Ger- 
many, Great Britain, France, and Japan have 
put that above suspicion, and hereafter China 
will doutiess accept the situation. But tis 
in regard to social questions that the great- 
est misunderstanding exists. Coreans are 
not barbarians or savages; they are not 
nomads, but they belong to the t family 
of civilized nations as distinguished from en- 
lightened nations. 5 

It a system of governwent reaching even 
to the minutest details, a complicated social 
system, a knowl of arts and industries, 
a religious and educational system, litera- 
ture, and the conconmitants of these imp 
civilization, then surely Corea is civili 
Her civilization dates back to a time when 
Japan was covered witn savage tribes. 

t 18 amusing to us out here in Corea to 
watch the papers and read what is said 
about this little country. Some one said that 
suicide was extremely common, when, in 
fact, itis almost unknown. Even the phys- 
ician in charge of the Royal Hospital during 
three years has only heard of one case. 
‘Then we will read something about the sec- 
ond-story windows 8 all closed when 
the King goes by, when, in fact, there are 
not half a dozen two-story houses in Corea; 
or about the King dispensing justiee as he 
travels through the country, while, in fact, 
he never yet has gone ten miles outside the 
gates of Seoul. 

There are plenty of unpleasant features 
about the sociai condition of these people 
without filling the minds of outsiders woth 
imaginary ones. Much has been said about 
the natives being t eaters of dog’s flesh. 
After a personal observation of the habits of 
the people for two years I can truly say that 
itisonly the lower classes that induige in 
that luxury. By the middie and upper classes 
itis considered as detestable as by Ameri- 
cans. However, when one goes through some 
of the poorer parts of the city and sees peo- 
ple absolutely starving todeath it does not 
cause any surprise that such food is made 
vse of. g flesh is absolutely unknown in 
Coregn feasts. A foreigner could sit down 
to the Corean table and eat of almost every 
dish that is brought him without fear of dog- 


meat. 


Their staple article of food is of course 
rice. Rice is legal tender in Corea. Almost 
ali salaries and ments are estimated in 


bugs of rice. Besides this there is beef, and 


fish, and poultry. Thereis a peculiar kind 
of pickle woos ary Pana fot which * 
by the name of “kimehi,” and while it is 
rather offensive to ordinary olfactories it is 
not more so than the famous German dish. 
The Coreans eat their food highly seasoned 
with red pepper, and the brightest spots m 4 
Corean landscape are the roofs of houses 
covered with peppers which are put there 
to dry in the sun. 

In regard to the position and social status 
of woman the most various ideas prevail. It 
is true that the women of Corea are secluded, 
but not more so than in some more tavored 
empires. Turkey, for instance, shows us a 
vastly more pitiable state of things in this 
respect than Corea. Women are not slaves 
here, as they have been pictured. Their 
seclusion is in some sense a biessing to 
them. Their lack of seciusion in Japan das 
led to the most demoralizing results in that 
country. It is impossible that women sbould 
be regarded with the same chivairic spirit 
here that they are in the enlightened coun- 


Women of the lower class, the common 
working class, go entirely unveiled. 

One cannot but be struck by the evidences 
of happy family life on every side. As the 
sun is setting and the evening meal is be:ag 
as the father sits out in front of his 

ouse smoking his pipe and holding his httle 
son or daughter on his lap while he tells 
stories and tells quaint legends. The evident

The Coreaus are a singularly mild and in- 
offensive people.

One can go to any part of the city of coun- 
try at any time without the least fear of mo- 
lestation, and you never hear of a knock- 
down fight or a murder. criminal class 
is extremely small, and vagrancy and mendi-

A former tutor of Crown Prince William, 
a graduate of Oxford, who secured his posi- 
tion in the royal family by accident, writes 
as follows in Murrays Magazine: 

It was between thirteen and fourteen years 

azo that I last saw Prince William—as I must 

still call him—but if it be true that the child 
is father to the man, I cannot but think that 
the estimate of him which commonly pre- 
vails in England is mistaken. That Prince 
William when I knew him was a frank, well- 
mannered, genial boy, I am quite sure. That 
he has developed nowadays into an imperious 
martinet, I, for one, find it impossible to be- 
lieve.< Indeed, I heard only the other day 
from 4 German lady, whose friends had re- 


4 ceived him in their house on the occasion of 


some recent military maneuvres, mat host 
and hostess had been charmed by his courtesy 
and #indly.consideration. 

The Crown Princess told me she was 


anxious that her son should acquire a good 
English aceent; she herself was told by her 
friends when she went home that she had 
lost the art of talking pure English.

Algiers Letter to the New York Commercial- 
Advertiser: The energy born of a belief in 
persecution inflicted for the sake of future 
felicity, or in penance for present sins, has 
been the theme of endless criticism among 
writers upon the subject of religious observ- 
ances in the East. In fact one finds it hard 
to believe that such examples of physical en- 
durance under self-inflicted torture can exist. 
The law of self-preservation, the motto Er- 
rare humanum est” is so strong in Christian 
civilization that the tendency is rather 
to shrink from self-accusstion~ than to 
resort to the energetic measures of exorcism 
practiced by the heathen of longago.

Ministers’ Marriage Fees. 

The supposition t one gets a fat fee for per- 
forming the marriage ceremony is, entirely er- 
roneous, says a St. Louis clergyman. The 
amount of the marriage fee is .seldom in 
accordance with the splendor of a wedding, and 
most grooms are chary about giving their money 
for the service. A groom has little of the 
burdens of the marriage, and yet he economizes 
on the clergyman’s fee. For instance, it is now 
the etiquet of good society for the bride's par- 
ents to bear the expense of invitations, cards, 
arranging with the sexton for whe church, the 
organist, awning, men to attend the ca 8 
at church, providing carriages for bri 
maids, Msman, and ushers, and bou- 
quets for the bridemaids. All that a 
groom has to pay for are carri for the min- 
ister, best man, and himself, bouquets for 
the bride, souvenirs of the event, and the 
marriage fee. Most of those I have married 
were in good circumstances. I once received 
$150 from a member of my church, but 850 was 
tue negt best fee. However, the average of the 
last twenty couples I have married is about 
$12.50, Ihave gone to @ fine house, where, per- 
haps, $1,000 was spent by the bride’s family upon 
the decorations and reception, yet the ung 
groom (a clerk, it is true) gave me $20. f once 
married @ couple in chu where there were six 
bridewaids, and I received two $5 gold pieces as 
a tee. Ihave often been approached beforehand 
to learn my charge, many thinking that there is 
a fixed price, but, of course, they are informed 
that the fee is ad libitum, according to the means 
of the giver. I have had poor couples come to 
my house, and knowing that they could ill afford 
„ tee have charged nothing. I do not care to 
take less than $5. I think if the account of every 
marriage was exposed the clergyman's fee 
would be found to be about the smallest expense, 
and that the bride's bouquet would figure higher.
